Applicants thank Examiners Schulz and Shin for the courteous interview on June 16, 
2006. In the understanding of Applicants' representative, it was agreed that a fully responsive 
reply to the outstanding Restriction Requirement should elect one of the oncogenes recited in 
Claims 38, 40, 42, 44, 46 and 48, but the reply need not elect a specified claim grouping of a 
subset of the pending claims, nor elect between antisense oligonucleotides and ribozymes.
